and should be retained if not designated.” 

On October 16, Council voted to designate the building 
at 28 Queen St. as a Heritage Site. The next step will be 
public notification of the intent to designate, and finally, 
passage of a By-law, probably in the new year. 

The report listed a number of possible re-uses for the 
building, including an Adult Education Centre, and 
condominiums. The School Board will be asked to offer 
the site to any other teaching institution, and to the 
Town, before putting the building on the open market. 

Council also received a report on potential “Heritage 
Conservation Districts” in the hamlets of Bond Head and 
Newton Robinson. 

The initial report, commissioned from Fayle Heritage 
Consultants back in 2007, was shelved after the BWG 
Heritage Committee of the day was dissolved. It was 
resurrected by the current Committee in May, and staff 
were asked for an update on the process of designating a 
Heritage Conservation District, and the potential cost. 

The Ontario Heritage Act grants municipalities the 
power to designate HCDs, based on natural features, 
buildings and structures, that are a unique expression of 
the area’s heritage. The process of designation involves 
consultation with both the local Heritage Committee 
and the public, and implementation requires passage 
of a Designating By-law, adoption of the HCD plan, 
registration on title, and notification of the Ontario 
Heritage Trust. 

The whole process can take 6 to 18 months. 

The Fayle study concluded that "both areas are likely 
worthy" of Heritage Conservation District designation, 
due to the concentration of well-preserved buildings 
dating from the turn of the last century, and earlier. 

Several potential boundaries for the Bond Head HCD 
were presented - all them including the 13 heritage 
properties on Hwy. 88, at County Rd. 27. 

Staff suggested that to undertake consultation needed to 
designate a Heritage Conservation District in Bond Head 
would cost $30,000; to carry out the process in both Bond 
Head and Newton Robinson would cost $50,000. 

Director of Planning and Development, Geoff McKnight, 
noted that currently there is no allocation for the HCD 
process in the draft budget - but that Town Council is 
holding a Strategic Planning session on October 23, and 
budget discussions on October 31 and November 1, and 
could decide to move forward.

Parkview Transit, which 
has its head office in 
Bradford, has an “Excellent” 
rating from the Ministry of 
Transportation, a fleet of over 
300 vehicles, 25 full-time staff, 
and over 300 full-time and 
part-time drivers - but the 
wheels may be about to fall off 
its school bus operations. 

The Simcoe County Student 


which schedules busing for 
both the Simcoe County 
District School Board and 
Simcoe Muskoka Catholic 
District School Board, was 
given a poor rating by the 
Ministry of Education in 
2009, and saw funding cut by 
1%. In an effort to improve 
“efficiencies” the Consortium 
sent out an RFP (Request for 
Proposals) for the provision 
of school bus services in 
2013-2014 - and last week 


the School Bus sector 


announced the results. The 
contracts for busing will be 
divided up among a number 
of smaller companies who 
submitted low bids. 

“We’ve lost all our routes in 
Collingwood and Bradford,” 
said Jon Knowles, President 
of Parkview. Although the 
company has kept "a handful 
of small-vehicle routes” in 
those areas, it has lost “about 
99 routes.” Busing in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury will be 
carried out by Landmark 
Student Transportation, 
an Aurora-based company 
that has held contracts in 
Sudbury, Napanee and Parry 
Sound, and Switzer-Carty 
School Bus Transportation, 
out of Burlington. 

Although Parkview is stiff 
“strong” in Orillia, Caledon 
and Newmarket, Knowles 
said the loss of its core routes 


“leaves us battered and 
bruised, to be honest... It’s 
obviously devastating. We're 
hoping the drivers and staff 
get rehired by the companies 
coming in.” 

The contracts have yet to be 
signed, but Knowles says, “It’s 
pretty much a done deal." 

Parkview, which was 
founded in 1974, isn’t the 
only traditional operator 
that has seen its routes cut.

According to the Heart & Stroke Foundation, 
approximately 45,000 sudden cardiac arrests occur in 
Canada each year - the majority at home or in public 
places. For every minute that passes without help, the 
survival rate drops by 7 to 10%. the survival rate for 
victims of cardiac arrest, outside of a hospital setting, 
is less than 5% - but the use of CPR and an AED can 
increase the chance of survival by up to 75%. 

The Mikey Network i

and installing AEDs in 
public places. 

The Network was 
established in memory 
of Michael Hart Salem, 
a partner in the Heron 
Group and with 
Heathwood Homes, 
who died of sudden 
cardiac arrest while 
golfing in Muskoka, 
in June of2002. The 
Mikey Network was 
established with the 
goals of promoting 
heart-healthy living, 
and placing public at 
locations as possible. 

The Network has received funding from Canada's 911 
Foundation, which organizes an annual charitable 
motorcycle ride, raising money and awareness of causes 
that also include the families of fallen emergency services 
providers, child victims of violent crime, and the Soldier 
On Fund for injured Canadian Forces Personnel. 

This year’s 2-day Ride, which took place in August, 
raised $20,000 for the Mikey Network, and placed 4 of 
the defibrillators - called “MIKEYS” - along the route, in 
Peterborough, Barrie, Stouffville, and Bradford. 

A “Mikey” was delivered to the Bradford Curling Club, 
by Canada’s 911 Foundation, in memory of York Regional 
Police Superintendent Mark Grant, who curled at the 
Bradford club. Superintendent Grant was killed in a tragic 
2-vehicle collision on October 27,2011, in Uxbridge. He 
had received the Governor General’s Exemplary Service

Medal in 2000, and his 30 Year Service Bar in 2010. 

York Regional Police Constable Rob McDooling, a 
member of Canada’s 911 Foundation, joined feUow 
officer and curler Frank Badowich in presenting the AED 
to the curling club. Up to 10 people will be trained in 
its use by The Mikey Network - providing an additional 
assurance of assistance in case of sudden cardiac arrest, 
for curlers. 

Since the first 911 Ride in 2006, Canada’s911 
Foundation has raised $197,000 for The Mikey Network. 
To date, 1,200 MIKEY defibrillators have been placed, 

over 10,000 people have been 
trained in their use - and 
fourteen lives have been 
saved. 

The 2013 Ride will take 
place August 17 and 18;
